AN ACT to appropriate a sum of money to carry out the pro-
visions of joint resolution No. 13, A.

There is hereby appropriated out of
any money in the general fund not otherwise appropri-
ated a sum sufficient to carry out the provisions of

CHAPTER 197.

AN ACT to amend chapter one hundred and fifty-five of the
Beneral laws of the state for the year 1878, entitled an act to
authorize the commissioners of school and unjversity lands
to loan a portion of the trust funds of the state to the county
of Burnettin this state.

Whereas, by chagter one hundred and fifty-five of
the laws of 1878, the commissioners of school and uni-
versity lands of said state were authorized to loan to
the county of Burnett the sumof twenty thousand
dollars, to be used by the board of supervisors of said
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county in the construction of a narrow gauge railroad ;

Whereas, the said commisaioners have by virtue of
the authority conferred by said act, and in pursuance
thereof and in accordance therewith, loaned said sam
of money to said county for the purpose aforesaid ; and

Whereas, the board of rupervisors of said county
has contracted with the St Cloud, Grantsburg and
Ashland Railroad Company to construct a railroad, and
to fornish said money 1n aid thereot; and

standard gauge railroad, and the said supervisors desire
to use said money in aid of the construction of a stand-
ard guage railroad instead of a narrow gauge; now,
therefore,
